Inspired by a letter from His Holiness, Pope Pius 
XI, and encouraged by a message of commendation 
from the new President of the United States, the 
delegates to the forty-first annual convention of the 
Supreme Council of the Knights of Columbus have 
reason to be more than satisfied with their gathering in 
Montreal last month. 

The following message from President Coolidge 
when he was Governor of Massachusetts was also 
read to the K. of C. Convention by W. C. Prout, State 
Deputy : 

“The Knights of Columbus is in every sense a pa- 
triotic order. You have established great war charities, 
you have helped to fill the national treasury with your 
contributions to the various liberty loans and you have 
sent your dearest and best to bear the heat and brunt 
of battle. 

“Your order has ever shown its steadfast devotion 
to American principles and ideals. You are Knights of 
Columbus, a name of great significance, representing 
not only a great discovery, but the eternal principle of 
all discovery and progress. When all the world doubt- 
ed, when his own followers sought to turn back, he 
sailed on, daring to follow the truth. There ‘is no‘finer 
knighthood. 

“In it your noble order stands resisting all evil counsel, 
supporting every patriotic cause, following the eternal 
principle that the truth shall make you free.” 





Some extremely interesting reports and figures rec- 
ently published by the Catholic papers of Kovno will 
do much to dispel the very general opinion that Lithu- 
ania is an ‘Orthodox’ country, an opinion which is 
largely based on the fact that Lithuania was, for about 
a century, under Russian rule. According to the most 
recent statistics, the population is 76 per cent Catholic. 
Within the present frontiers there are 4,500,000 in- 
habitants. The Church has about 1,000 priests, 224 
parish churches, 140 other churches used as_ parish 
churches, and 170 chapels. The recruiting of the clergy 
is assured by three seminaries, that of Kovno, with 
140 students, and the seminaries of Sejini and Vilna, 
which are at present held by the Poles, and which have 
been temporarily replaced by the seminary of Gigai. 


The Canadian Catholic Delegation which recently 
went to France to unveil a monument in the church 
where Msgr. de Montmorency-Laval, first Bishop of 
Quebec was baptized, has gone from Normandy to the 
other end of France, to place a memorial tablet in the 
Church of Vauvert, in the Department of Gard, where 
Montcalm, the defender of Quebec, was baptized. 





Although some Russian Communists are attempting 
to have the Soviet regimen slacken its campaign against 
religion, their action is based solely on a realization that 


the anti-religious activities of the government have 
injured the Soviet cause in the eyes of the world 
There has been no change in the fundamental Com- 
munist atritude of hatred for all religion. 





A vivid illustration of Catholic fraternity is given in 
a letter addressed by John F. Carrere, newspaper cor 
respondent of San Francisco, California, to Father 
Hughes, Director of the Bureau of Catholic Indian Mis 
sions, Washington, D. C. Mr. Carrere, who had 
received from Father Hughes a request for clothing 
for destitute Indians, brought the appeal to the atten 
tion of the boys in the Chinese mission school con 
ducted by the Paulist Fathers in San Francisco. The 
boys commenced at once to collect clothing. They are 
still collecting. Mr. Carrere has written to Father 
Hughes for shipping instructions and with his help the 
Loys will pack and ship the clothing to St. John’s Farm 
School, in the Arizona desert, where over 500 chil- 
dren of destitute tribes are dependent for food, cloth- 
ing and shelter upon the charity of the faithful. 

A drive to include every Catholic man in the arch 
diocese of Chicago, in the ranks of the Holy Name 
Society, has been inaugurated by the Archdiocesan 
Union,under the direction of Archbishop George W. 
Mundelein, and Rt. Rev. Bishop Edward F. Hoban, 
spiritual director of the organization. 


More than two thousand members of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Conference in St. Louis observed the feast ot 
their Patron in July at St. Vincent’s Church, Park 
Avenue and Ninth Street, where they received Holy 
Communion in a be dy, The pastor, Rev. F. bY Moser. 
C, M., was celebrant and preached a sermon welcoming 
the members of the society and telling them to renew 
their devotion to the good work begun and extend it 
Ly the forming of new conferences, 

St. George’s Cathedral, the only cathedral dedicated 
to England’s Patron Saint and the motHer church oi 
the diocese of Southwark, has just celebrated its dia 
mond jubilee. Seventy-five years ago, when the stones 
of this cathedral church first began to arise, their very 
appearance was a sign and portent—a sign that the old 
days of bloodshed and persecution were past, and that 
Catholic Englishmen were free to worship in the Faith 





of their fathers. 


The recommendation that Protestants in Australia 
follow the example of Catholics and establish schools 
of their own was voiced by Sir William McPherson, 
Acting Premier of Victoria, in an address at a Method- 
ist church in Melbourne. His statements have create‘ 
a sensation. The speaker pointed out that besides pay- 
ing for the state schools where, because of legal restric- 
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tions, instruction must be “free, secular and compuls 
ory,” the Catholics of Australia have been constructing 
and equipping their own schools for more than fifty 
years. His remarks followed a discussion of the in- 
creasing prevalence of crime which has excited con- 
siderable alarm recently. 


Santa Fe is making pretentious preparations for the 
annual three day fiesta which, in September, celebrates 
the reconquest of the New Mexican Indians by Gen- 
eral Don Diego de Vargas in 1693. Religious cere- 
monies, under the direction of the Franciscan Fathers 
will play an important part in the celebration, which 
annually attracts thousands of visitors to Santa Fe. 
The important part played by the Franciscans in the 
making of the Southwest will be portrayed in historical 
pageantry. Hundreds of Indians, many of them Cath- 
olics, will come from New Mexico reservations to take 
part in the fiesta. 


In the leading article contributed to the August 
Columbia, the National Knights of Columbus Organ, 
Calvin Coolidge, now President of the United States, 
writing on “Learning The Art Of Living” seems to 
have gone to the heart of his subject at the conclusion 
of his introduction in these words: 

“Tt is not the skill of a Fagan that is sought, 
it is not the mere power to exist, but, rather, the 
wisdom of a Madame Curie, the enlightened dis- 
position to serve. An education which does not 
accomplish this result is not a real education. It 
may provide a higher degree of cunning, a more 
intensified selfishness, and may add another pre- 
hensile claw with which to lay hold of the things 
of the world, but unless it results in the cultiva- 
tion of the higher nature, unless it strengthens the 
spiritual power, unless it develops into real charac- 
ter, it will be without any final satisfaction.” : 
A new and progressive note has been struck by An- 

glicans in the gracious message the ‘Anglo-Catholic 
Congress,” which met this summer in London, sent to 
Pope Pius XI. The message sent from Albert Hail 
to the Vatican read as follows: “Sixteen thousand 
Anglo-Catholics, in Congress in London, beg to offer 
their reverent greeting to the Holy Father, humbly 
praying that the day of peace may quickly break.” 


There will be no “parents’ clinic”, for the purpose of 
disseminating birth control information in Chicago, 
unless a legal power higher than Mayor William FE. 
Dever, and Health Commissioner Herman N. Bundesei 
compels it. This was made definite when Com- 
missioner Bundesen refused an organization of socially 
prominent women a license to open such a clinic. The 
matter was referred to Mayor Dever, and he supported 
the health Commissioner.

Rev.A. O. Gagnon of the diocese of Sher- 
brooke, opened the ceremonies The prelate wore 
ancient vestments presented to Canada in 1066 by Anne 
of Austria. <A chalice used in the celebration of the 
Mass was one that was first used in 1660. Eight cures 
were reported among the crowds attending the cere- 
monies at the Shrine Among them was that of 
Stephen Motherway, world war veteran of Springfield, 
Mass. He had gone on crutches since he was wounded 
during the war. He left his crutches at the Shrine. 

When a group of fashionably dressed women was 
about to enter the bronze gates of the Vatican on July 
3ist, for a Papal Audience, they were stopped by a 
gesture from Monsignor Marmaggi who separated the 
women into two parties, explaining to those who wore 
low-neck-and-short-sleeve dresses that “only those 
decently dressed are allowed to eras The Holy 
Father has forbidden immodest dresses in the palace.” 
While some of these hastened away to the stores for 
draping, the others entered. Regardless of nationality 
or social position this rule is to be observed in the 
future. 

The Summer School of the Pius X Institute of 
Liturgical Music at the College of the Sacred Heart, 
New York City, closed on Saturday, August 11th. 
The course which opened in July with a large attend- 
ance of religious from the various orders throughout 
the United States and Canada as well as many students 
and teachers, included lectures and demonstrations in 
the Justine Ward Method of teaching music in schools, 
given by Mother Stevens, and was supplemented by 
demonstration classes with children. 

French officials favor the return of the Religious 
Orders. It is always the policy of the Minister of the 
Interior to submit requests for authorization received 
trom religious congregations desiring to return to 
France to the Municipal Councils of the cities in which 
they wish to open their establishments. The favorable 
reply given by the Municipal Council of Paris to the 
requests of the Dominicans and the Sisters of Saint 
Vincent de Paul is already known. The Municipal Coun- 
cils of Nancy and Bordeaux also have taken favorable 
action.

(ne particular Relic among those just brought from 
Rome deserves special mention It is a small phial 
containing in liquid form the blood of St, Pantaleon. 

This Saint was martyred about the year 305. He 
was physician to the Emperor Maximian, but embrac- 
ing the Christian Faith, he performed miracles of 
healing transcending the medical art Ge lusing to 
apostatize, as related in the Roman Breviify, by order 
of the Emperor, Pantaleon’s flesh was first burned 
with torches, but Christ appearing to him—the torches 
were extinguished. After this, when a bath of liquid 
lead was prepared, the lead changed to its natural 
solidity. He was thrown into the sea, but the stone 
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with which he was loaded floated. He was thrown to 
the wild beasts, but these fawned upon him, and could 
not be forced away until he blessed them. He was 
bound on the wheel, but the rope snapped and the wheel 
broke. An attempt was made to behead him, but the 
axe became as soft as wax. 

The Saint, however, prayed for martyrdom, and 
was finally decapitated. 

The prodigious miracles wrought through his inter- 
cession after his martyrdom surpassed the miracles he 
had performed during life. 

The Roman Breviary states that some of the Saint’s 
blood has been preserved in glass receptacles at Rome; 
Ravelli, near Naples; and in the Monastery of the 
nuns of St. Augustine at Matriti and that whereas it is 
in a coagulated condition ordinarily yet from the first 
Vespers of his Feast Day to the day following, on 
which the Church celebrates his martyrdom, the blood 
is liquified and becomes ‘fluid and is so seen by all 
beholders. 

The Catholic Encyclopedia says that “from early 
times a phial containing some of his blood has been 
preserved at Constantinople and on his Feast Day the 
Blood of the Saint is said to become fluid and to 
bubble.” 

The small bottle now in our possession which con- 
tains the blood of St. Pantaleon was sealed, as the 
document accompanying it testifies, by the Auxiliary 
Bishop of Naples, Orontius Alforano Capece, on 
December 12th, 1734. We know the seal is authentic 
because the arms of the Bishop are impressed in wax 
on the bottle, and it corresponds to the same impres- 
sion on the document itself. This is irrefutable evid- 
ence that this blood has remained in the bottle for 
almost two hundred years, which in itself is a miracle; 
for, by the ordinary processes of evaporation, the 
liquid would have turned to a solid residuum, as has 
been the case in thousands of similar instances where 
the blood of Saints has been preserved in glass bottles, 

We are greatly in need of more funds to complete 
the Novitiate Building. It would be a very great as- 
sistance to that end were more of the cells taken as 
memorials by our generous benefactors. 

As stated previously, everyone giving a hundred 
dollars can have a brass tablet placed in the cell ask- 
ing pravers of the occupant for the giver, or the tablet 
can be in memory of some deceased relative. 

The gift need not be made all at once; it can be made 
in installments at the convenience of the benefactor. 

Eight cells so far have been taken. Our Readers 
will understand that “ceLL” is the monastic word for 
the room which is occupied by a Religious, not only as 
a place where he sleeps, but where he studies and prays 
as well.

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CHAT WIT# OUR SUBSCRIBERS 


We stated last month that certain critics had chal- 
lenged the ability of THe Lamp to maintain its sub- 
scription list above One Hundred Thousand on the 
ground that we make too many appeals for money. 


Our answer to this criticism was that all popular 
magazines nowadays are filled with appeals for money. 
The secular magazine sells its pages to commercial 
houses, stock companies, and manufacturers, and they 
appeal most eloquently to the public who read the maga- 
zines, asking them to purchase their stocks or their 
wares. The fact that the Suturday Evening Post and 
the Literary Digest are filled with such appeals does not 
seem to lessen their popularity with the public but 
rather to increase their sales at the news stands. It 
would be a sad commentary upon the faith of Catholics 
in divine rewards and the riches of eternity were we 
compelled to confess that THe Lamp suffered in popu- 
larity because it advertizes the needs of Missionaries 
and their appeals for financial assistance in saving im- 
mortal souls. The investments THe Lamp advertizes 
in its columns are gilt-edged, and promise a far greater 
reward to those who take stock in them than were they 
to use tha same money in purchasing the stock of auto- 
mobile companies or oil well syndicates. We say this 
with the greater certitude because we are supported by 
the words of Jesus Christ in the Sermon on the Mount, 
where He says: “Lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through and steal.” Again 
the Angel of the Lord said to the Prophet Daniel: 
“They that are wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament and they that convert many to justice 
as stars for all eternity’—And still in another place 
God the Holy Ghost has said: “He that gaineth souls 
is wise.” (Prov. II, 30.) 

We offer our Readers opportunities to share with the 
Missionaries in the Salvation of Souls by supporting 
spiritual enterprises in the same way that oil and min- 
ing companies are enabled to sink wells and drive tun- 
nels by the contributions. of those who supply the 
necessary capital. 

We have been studying rather critically since our 
talk last month the subscription records of THe Lamp, 
and we have found that instead of growing less popu- 
lar with its Readers, Tue Lamp seems to be increasing 
in popularity, judging from the increased ratio of 
renewals to expirations. A few years ago about thirty 
or thirty-five per cent of our subscribers renewed their 
subscription after expiration. Now the number of re- 
newals as compared with the expirations is fifty per 
cent; that is to say, one out of every two subscribers 
renews his subscription upon its expiration. 

We do not know whether other Catholic monthlies 
can show a larger percentage of renewals or not, but 
we imagine very few of them, especially the larger 
tinagazines, could make a better showing. But be that 
as it may it is gratifying to us to know that our per- 
centage of renewals today is better than it was three 
or four years ago. 

We appeal to the loyalty of our devoted Lamp 
Army to see to it that the number who renew their 
subscription instead of going 50-50 with those who don’t 
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will from now on more and more ex-ceed the ones who 
fail to renew. Help us also tv solve the problem 
how to secure at least Two Mew Recruits for Tur 
Lamp Army every time a Lamp comrade drops out of 
our ranks. It is only thus ‘aat we can gradually build 
up our Army to a fightir | strength of a Quarter of a 
Million.

GRAYMOOR VILLAGE IN THE MAKING 


We are glad to report encouraging progress in our 
plans for the creation of Graymoor Village. 

The large house on the Maynard Place has been 
rented for the Summer by a devout Catholic family 
from Brooklyn, and they are so much pleased with 
Graymoor as a place of residence that they have about 
decided to remain here all the year around, and are now 
negotiating for the purchase of the house. 

This leaves no more houses available for rental or 
purchase, and from now on it will be a proposition of 
securing a lot and the owner putting up his or her own 
bungalow or house; a bungalow, we presume, if for 
Summer use only, and a two-story house if for resid- 
ence all the year round. 

As we have said before, Garrison Station is only 
three and one-half miles away, and Peekskill five miles 
—a small matter to anyone owning an automobile— 
and who does not own’ at least a Ford nowadays that 
is able also to own a house! Last Winter, although an 
unusually large number of snow storms occurred, traf- 
fic on the State Road was kept in-motion throughout 
the entire Winter. 

The electric current is now being brought into the 
Valley from across the Hudson, so that persons living 
in the Graymoor Village can have the same conven- 
iences of electric light and heating as in the city. It 
will also be a comparatively easy matter to supply water 
and drainage for the homes as the little town develops 

We have engaged the services of a Catholic young 
man, who is now in the real estate business in one ot 
the flourishing new towns that have sprung up on 
Long Island, and under his direction we expect soon 
to have the land surveyed out into building lots so that 
we can make an intelligent answer to those who are 
seeking to locate in the beautiful Valley of Graymoor. 

The land from the State Road rises gradually to a 
summit of nearly one thousand feet, giving abundant 
opportunities for beautiful Summer residences in a high

What Religious—Missionary—Priests 
Can Do in the Philippines 


The most striking example of what religious-Mis- 
sionary-Priests are able to do in the Philippine Islands, 
is supplied by the Sacred Heart Fathers of Tilburg, 
Holland. These Missionaries are laboring since 1908 
in the far off Suriago Province, part of the Mindanao 
Island and under the jurisdiction of the Jesuit-Bishop 
of Zambuanga, Mindanao, P. I. From 1896 to 1908 
the Catholics of Suriago were without any Catholic 
Priest, the country was over-run by Aglipay heretics 
and Protestants who were eager to divide among them- 
selves those poor abandoned Catholic souls. In 1908 
the Dutch Sacred Heart Fathers arrived and found 
Catholicism in that province in the most ruined condi- 
tion, in so far that on their first Christmas celebration 
they counted a total of three holy communions. How 
eloquent then does the following comparative report 
prove that abandoned Catholics in the Philippines 
deserve to have the ministrations of zealous Catholic 
priests :

(Deccan) India.: “To house and nurse 106 orphans is not 
an easy task.. Yet this is the work of the Rev. Sisters of St. 
Ann of Providence from Turin, Italy, here in Secundrabad 
in their St. Joseph’s Orphanage for Anglo-Indian girls. 
It is now over fifty years that the Institution has done 
this work of redemption for this Mission. Our Anglo- 
Indian Community of the Mission of Hyderabad has the 
merit of having been the back-bone of the Catholic Church 
here, as it has an old history and on the whole a good one 
for the support of the Mission in its inception and. in its 


rather successfully with the 
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first progress. Yet by slow degrees it has lost ground, 
wealth and prestige and now it needs protection and def: 

For the last Fifty years St. Joseph's Orphanage has 
redeemed the poor orphans of this community and equip- 
ped them for a good Catholic life. Our orphans have turned 
out good workers, house-wives and pious mothers, while 
some have followed the better part and co-operated with us 
in the evangelization of the country. We ask St. Joseph 
to inspire some benefactors beyond the ocean to come toe 
our help. All our Josephites are fervently praying to their 
Patron Saint. Will their prayers fail? 

E. Furhmann, St. Hildegard, Karlsplatz 3, Freiburg, 
Germany: “The time has come when German Protestant- 
ism feels the ground, which it had believed solid enough to 
support it forever, sinking beneath its feet. In many 
circles of society in Germany the feeling prevails that the 
Protestant form of worship cannot satisfy the soul and in 
all parts of the country there is an ever-increasing num- 
Ler of conversions, towards which the meeting and mingl- 
ing of various denominations during the war has con- 
tributed not a little. The joy is therefore all the greater when 
the light of Catholic faith is seen to be attracting the 
attention of many inspiring souls, who thus find their way 
to Holy Mother Church. The transition is not easy; as a 
rule a period of trial, even of suffering, begins for the 
young German convert from the very moment of his conver- 
sion. Many painful instances of this fact could be mention- 
ed here, which prove the literal truth of our Saviour’s 
words: ‘Il am come to set a man against his father and 
the daughter against her mother, and a man's foes shall 
be they of his own household.’ Adults can usually bear 
such treatment from their relatives and loss of the paternal 
home better than young people, especially young women. 
For such as these a substitute for their father’s house 
must be secured; to them must be stretched out willing and 
friendly hands, to smooth the way, to surround them with 
love and care and to give them counsel and support in the 
difficult situations which await them. Above all, during 
the period of transition a place of refuge must be provided 
where the gradual process of conversion can go on in peace 
and the inevitable external and internal conflicts can be 
settled in retirement. Pope Benedict XV has blessed the 
project of founding a home for converts and warmly re- 
commended the work.” 

Rev. I. Evain, O. M. T.. Missionary, Ville-Marie, P. O, 
Canada “I, the abovesigned missionary priest of the 
church of Bear Island, in the name of the Children of 
the woods and other Christians who belong to this mission 
which is poor, take the liberty to let you know that we 
have decided to build a new church to take the place of the 
old and too small one. We have for the purpose but $500. 
and we need at least $3,000 to go on with the work. As 
to a friend of ours and of our Lord, I address this humble

In accordance with 
the terms of the 
Washington agreement with China, all the British Post 
Offices which were in operation in that country were 
closed on Nov. 30, 1922. Not the least curious part of 
the remarkable record of these offices was that their 
existence was never sanctioned by treaty, but was 
a foreign growth without approval of the country 
in which they were established. At the same time 
the British Post Offices were an inspiration and ex- 
ample to China for the creation of a postal system 
of its own. 

The Chinese Post Office began with a Govern- 
ment courier service and native posting agencies in 
1897, under the management of the Maritime Cus- 
toms. The control passed to the Imperial Post Office, 
and by an edict in 1906 to the Ministry of Communica-» 
tions. Despite the backwardness of China in many 
respects, the country now has a good postal system.

Monsignor Barry-Doyle renewed old friendships 
made in Ireland and during his extensive travels and 
formed many new friendships among the members of 
the A. O. H.

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CHALDEAN GIRLS FOR AMERICAN 
CONVENTS 


Word has been received that the selection of the 
girls and women who are to come to American Con- 
vents for training has begun at Mosul. The news 
that arrangements had been made for the reception and 
training of forty or more girls for a religious congrega- 
tion and of twenty-four in the great Catholic hospitals 
was received with great joy. One can understand how 
this might be, for with us it is almost impossible to 
realize how the work of a Diocese could go on with- 
out religious congregations of women. What they do 
for the education and spiritual guidance of girls is 
so well known, and the resulting influence upon the 
mature womanhood of the country and the life of the 
family is so great, it is hard even to picture what might 
be if they were not always here. Long ago there were 
such Sisterhoods in Chaldea, but for centuries it has 
not been possible for Christian women to live together 
in communities, as they were always exposed to viol- 
ence from the Turks. As the girls of the country 
had no other teachers, they were forced to grow up in 
ignorance. Probably nothing else that can be done 
for the Church in Chaldea will produce results equal 
to what will follow from the introduction of an Amer- 
ican-trained sisterhood. 

But it was not easy to begin the work of selection 
and preparation. The people have been left in such 
desperate poverty that girls who might be acceptable 
candidates could not afford to give even the time requir- 
ed for meeting together. However, thanks to the gen- 
erosity of the readers of THe Lamp, Father Naayem 
was able to furnish a little money to enable a few 
women to do what has to be done, and now a group of 
women and girls are meeting regularly, under suitable 
guidance, vocations are being discovered and encourag- 
ed, the girls are learning a little English and are prepar- 
ing their minds for the 7000 mite journey and for 
several years of absence from home. In a little while 
they will be ready, and they will come as fast as Father 
Naayem is able to send the $300 needed to pay the 
expense of one passage to New York where the Sisters 
from various convents will take charge of them. 

Could there be anything likely to afford more 
gratification than to have a part in starting one of these 
girls on their way to leadership in the noble army of 
women that will soon be doing the Lord’s work amongst 
their own sorely stricken people?

Since the H. C. A. was 
founded in 1843, it has secured baptism for 25,823,402 
infants and outcasts, and but for the charity of little 


Catholic children, the greater number of these souls 
would have been lost. 

September is the month for schools to open every- 
where and where possible our Boys and Girls are back 
at their desks again. The year is more than half gone 
and if some of you have been a little careless during 
vacation about H. C. A. work, NOW is the time to 
“catch up” and do your bit to make 1923 even better 
than last year. 

The following beautiful incident, illustrating , the 
faith of a little child and its reward, is quoted from a 
letter to Rev. Father Paul, from a highly esteemed 
friend and benefactor, and is true in every particular. 
/’m sure it will delight you. 

“Anne and Marie, two little H. C. A. members, 
planted a garden to grow flowers to sell to neighbors 
and with the pennies thus earned, buy a Chinese baby. 
Their mother bought flower seed, which they planted, 
and when they had come up, watered and attended to 
each day. Little John had no flower seed, but con- 
ceived a bright idea, hearing a neighbor say she had 
just paid ten dollars for a canary bird. He watched 
her feed the bird and stuffed his pocket with “bird 
seed.” This he planted in a flower pot and each night 
prayed—“Dear God, please grow a bird for me from 
the bird seed. Dear Blessed Mother, grow a canary, 
so I can sell it and buy a Chinese baby.” Now only 
tall grass grew from the bird seed, while tulips grew 
for Anne and violets for Marie. But little John’s faith 
was fine. Each day he prayed as he watered the grass 
and placed it in the sunshine. 

On the first of May, when John was at breakfast, he 
heard a strange fluttering noise. Through the open 
window a little escaped canary bird had flown into the 
room.

GROWTH OF THE FAITH IN COUNTRY 
WHICH DECLARED ITS EXTERMINATION 
By Rev. Michael Mathis, C. S. C. 


Because of the controlling influence of Japan over 
Asia’s pagan millions, too many missionaries and too 
much mission help cannot be rushed to the decisive 
battle with paganism in that country. St. Francis 
Xavier preached the Gospel there in 1549, - 

The character of mission work in Japan is unique. 
In spite of civil religious liberty, there is no pagan 
land in which the whole atmosphere of the country 
is so impregnated with the tradition of persecution. 
In Nagasaki, for example, the most popular of the 
civic festivals is the anniversary of the so-called destruc- 
tion of the Christians. The Christians there are 
practically all the descendants of martyrs and confes- 
sors. In fact there are many still living who actually 
suffered for the faith in the last persecution of 1870-72. 

On March 17th, 1865, a priest of the Parish For- 
eign Mission Society discovered thousands of Japanese 
Catholics who had secretly kept the Faith for 235 years, 
without Priest, Church, Bible or Crucifix. From them 
has grown the present Catholicity of Japan with an 
Apostolic Delegate, an Archbishop and several Bishops, 
Japanese Priests, Brothers and Sisters, five orders of 
Religious men, seven orders of Religious women, and 
two foreign missionary societies. 

Amidst the 60,000,000 Japanese, there are 80,000 
Japanese Catholics, standing up for the Faith of their 
fathers and the Faith of our fathers with the odds 
against them 800 to 1. They have several charitable 
institutions and excellent Catholic high schools for 
their boys and girls. 

In 1908 Pope Pius X sent the Jesuits to establish the 
Catholic University in Tokyo, to train up Catholic lead- 
ers, lay and clerical for the new Japan. 





The sixty-third national congress of the German Catho- 
lics, which should have met at Cologne from August 26 to 
28, has been prohibited by the Rhineland High Commission. 
Very naturally there have been vigorous protests.

Gethsemane is called 
the place where Francis 
saw Christ all alone 
overcome the powers 
against which he strug- 
gled. The mission of 
the Great Knight was 
to overthrow, to 
vanquish a most power- 
ful antagonist—Sin ! 

Francis had asked to 
be led into the Garden 
—now let him look, if 
he has strength: There 
Christ is to encounter, 
to struggle with sin in 
close embrace, to em- 
brace the very burden 
of sin in order to over- 
come it. And Francis 
saw Christ, prepared 
as He was by His per- 
fect training, lay Him- 
self open to the attack 
of the adversary. 

All mankind, every human being of man’s world, 
every one of us, passed in silent indifference, and 
threw upon the kneeling Christ our sins. The 
Saviour saw and recognized each one of us—and 
the horror of our lusts, the cruelty of our injustice,

the cowardice of our infidelities, the wilfulness of 
our sins tore the soul of Christ with shame, and 
forced Him to beg of His Father, “Father, let this 
chalice pass from me. I am willing to die for man- 
kind, but let it be done in some other way. Must I 
steep myself with the impurities of the flesh, and 
the faithlessness of the spirit—I, Who am All Holy 
and sinless?” Christ seemed almost defeated: for 
He abandoned the

mankind who will, in 
passing ’neath the olive 
trees, give Him a word 
of comfort or a look of 
love—no one in whom 
He may find consola- 
tion? “But there was 
no man; neither found 
He anyone to comfort 
Him.” As. Francis 
watches the conflict he 
seems to read the 
thoughts of Christ! 

Ah! there is one. 
Francis remains! All 
mankind has passed by, 
casting the burden of 
their sins upon His 
shoulder s—all save 
Francis! Francis saw 
himself approach, and 
Christ looks upon him. 
“Though all else betrav 
Me, yet will not Francis 
betray Me?” And 
Francis was horrified to 
feel himself actually 
casting his sins upon 
the Saviour, and to 
hear his beloved Lord 
say, “Francis, and you 
also! You, whom I 
have taken tenderly to 
My Bosom; you have 
joined forces against 
Me! What care I now 
what happens: My 
Heart, Francis, is 
broken: My God! let 
escape the agony of this thought, Thy Will, not Mine, 
be done.” 

Francis knew now that Calvary was easy after 
Gethsemane, and the measure of his love so grew 
in strength and intensity, that he received in his 
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own body the marks of true Knighthood, the  tig- 
mata. , 

He had asked and received. The valiant Kuigut 
would now conquer himself—would die rather than 
offend against his Divine Model. At peace with 
himself, because at peace with God.—Franctscan 
Review.

“Yes, the Third Order of Penance.” Mrs Mce-

she had been thinking hard. “I always had the im- 
pression that it was a sort of society of saints, exclus- 
ively for the cream of a parish.” 

“Indeed! In that case St. Francis would have call- 
ed it the Third Order of Piety. However, you must 
not misunderstand me by imagining that there are no 
really pious people in the Third Order. On the con- 
trary. That is just the work of the Third Order, to 
make one pious. It is by no means exclusive. Any- 
cne who wishes can join it, providing satisfactory proof 
be forthcoming of the real conversion of the candidate 
in question, for to receive all indiscriminately would be 
to injure the Order and spoil its good work. For this 
reason the Order has its year of trial, or Novitiate, 
during which time the aspirant and the Order satisfy 
themselves as to the fitness of the novice before he or 
she can be admitted to profession or full membership.” 

“T am glad you have told me this, Mrs. McGowan. 
I always thought the Third Order was for only the 
more advanced in piety, and that it took up only those 
who were noted for their godliness.” 

“Yes,” commented Mrs. McGowan, “you thought it

He was ordained priest in the Capu- 
chin Order in 1910, and though his health was far 
from robust, he was, in 1915, told off by military 
authorities for service in a hospital at Naples. When 
found physically unequal to the work assigned him, he 
was discharged and was sent by his Superiors to the 
Convent of San Giovanni Rotondo.

his example and take him as their patron. The ap- 
pointment was made upon the request of the minister 
general of the Franciscans, Most Rev. Bernardine 
Klumper, supported by the authority of Cardinal 
Orestes Giorgi.

THE PERPETUAL NOVENA 


For the information of New Subscribers to THE of the sanctuary. 
Lamp it is necessary once in a while to repeat the story 
of how the Perpetual Novena to Saint Anthony came 
about in St. Francis’ Church on the Mount of the 


Atonement. 

This Church was erected in 
1911, and dedicated on the Feast 
of the Chair of St. Peter, Janu- 
ary 18th, 1912. 

Just prior to the dedication we 
placed St. Anthony’s statue on 
the Gospel Side of the High 
Altar, as seen in the picture on 
this page. The Father Minister 
himself helped to place it on the 
wall bracket prepared for it. 
Stepping back to take a look at 
the figure of the Saint with the 
Christ Child in his arms, one of 
the Brothers came into the 
Chapel and handed him several 
letters that had arrived in the 
mail. One of them was from a 
mother who asked us to invoke 
St. Anthony for her five year old 
boy who was named after the 
Saint, promising a contribution 
of five dollars if his health was 
restored. 

We immediately placed this 
letter at the feet of the Statue 
and invoked the Wonder-Worker 
of Padua to heed the prayer of 
the mother for her Baby An- 
thony. A few days later the 
mother sent five dollars in 
thanksgiving for the recovery of 
her child. 

Other petitions came, and we 
treated them in a similar man- 
ner until they grew to such 
volume that it was necessary to 
begin a new Novena to Saint 
Anthony on every Tuesday, with 
the result that there was always 
a Novena to St. Anthony going 
on in St. Francis’ Church. 
These Novenas constitute an 
endless chain. A Novena that 
begins on Tuesday ends the 
Wednesday of the following 
week, and if on the following 
Tuesday another Novena begins, 


and this process keeps up, you have an endless chain. 
So we called it St. Anthony’s Perpetual Novena on 
the Mount of the Atonement, and we have headed this

The Graymoor Statue of St. Anthony 


Every night during the evening 
devotions one of the Friars kneels before this statue 
and reads from a typewritten sheet the names of those 
who have sent in petitions, which are classified accord- 


ing to the particular object ask- 
ed for. For example: Restora- 
tion to health; Finding of lost 
articles; Rental or Sale of 
property; Success in business; 
Increase in salary, etc. 

The Friars of the Atonement 
have long been accustomed to 
look to St. Anthony, Our Elder 
Brother, as our Bread Provider. 
In all our financial difficulties 
we go to him, and we expect 
him somehow to solve all our 
monetary problems ; and now that 
our Community is growing rapid- 
ly, and there are so many to feed,

There was recently sent to us for review the lat- 
est book published by the Catholic Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of America entitled: “Father Price of 
Maryknoll”, it being a short sketch of the life of the 
Rev. Thomas Frederick Price, sometime Missionary 
in North Carolina, Co-Founder of Maryknoll, and who 
finally ended his earthly labors as a Missionary in 
China. 

We recommend this fascinating book to Our Ros- 
erians.

My purpose in referring to the book, however, +s 
to hold up to the Mothers, present and future, among 
Our Rosarians the example of Mrs. Clarissa Bond 
Price, the mother of the Joint-Founder with Father 
James Anthony Walsh ot the Foreign Catholic Mis- 
sionary Society of America, Let me quote to you 
from the following extract from the Life of Father 
Price. 

“Mrs. Price is remembered in Wilmington as a very 
modest, devout, and charitable woman. The venerable 
Monsignor Mackin, of Washington, bears witness to 
this statement, for on one occasion when, as a young 
lad, he entered a Catholic Church in Wilmington and 
knelt before the Blessed Sacrament in prayer and adora- 
tion, he was very much edified by the deep reverence 
and gracious modesty of a lady who was fixing the 
altar. He afterwards learned that this was Mrs. 
Price. By those who knew her, she was regarded as 
a saint. She spent much time in prayer, and all the 
vest of it in good works. She asked God to give her 
children trials to perfect them, to let them have their 
turgatory on earth, and to take them out of life if 
they should be in danger of losing their souls,—if such 
were His Holy Will. 

“In the ages of faith, good Catholic mothers prayed 
and promised God that, if He blessed them with off- 
spring, and their offspring were aceeptable to Him, 
they would only too gladly consecrate them to His 
service. So Mrs. Price prayed, and no doubt the 
trayers and sacrifices of this saintly mother obtained 
from God the priceless vocation vouchsafed to her 
son.” 

Besides obtaining, through her prayers and holy ex- 
ample, a Priestly Missionary Vocation for her glorious 
son, Thomas Frederick, she also had the joy of seeing 
her two oldest daughters embrace the Religious Life 
and become Sisters of Our Lady of Mercy. 


We recommend Mrs. Price to those of Our Rosarians 
who are Mothers in Israel as a Holy Model and Pattern 
for your imitation, particularly in doing what you can 
to direct the footsteps of your own childhood to God 
as Priests and Religious. 

You will recall the ambition of the Mother of 
Zebedee’s children in the Holy Gospel who came to 
Our Lord with the request that her two sons might 
sit the one on His Right Hand and the other on His 
Left in His Kingdom. It was evident that the Mother 
of James and John expected Our Lord to. establish 
an earthly Kingdom at Jerusalem which would excel 
the glory of the palmy days of King Solomon; but 
when her eyes were opened to the spiritual character 
of the Kingdom He came on earth to establish, and that 
its rewards were Eternal and not temporal, no doubt 
the Mother echoed in her own heart the answer which 
James and John made to the Master's query:. “Can 
you drink the chalice that I shall drink ;” their reply 
being: “We can,” and proved their sincerity, the one 
by his actual martyrdom, and the other by his long life 
of faithful service to His Master amid innumerable 
sufferings and trials of his Faith. 

As you are well aware, we live in an age of intense 
materialism, and too often Catholic Mothers have no 
higher ambition for their sons than that they should get 
on in the world, make lots of money, and be success- 
ful in the way that the children of this generation 
measure success, namely, by a man’s bank account, the 
house he lives in, and the kind of automobile he owns. 
Too often, also the ambition of Catholic Mothers for 
their daughters is that they marry well from the stand 
point of polite society, and not from that of God ia 
Heaven. 

You, my dear Rosarians, by virtue of your upbring- 
ing in the School of the Cross, ought to have a true 
vision of where real and enduring joys are to be found 
for your children. 

A widow visited the Mountain of the Atone- 
ment a few weeks ago to see with joy her only son, a 
lad of fourteen, clothed in his little cassock and num- 
bered amongst the students in our Atonement College. 
It was an inspiration to listen to that good and hard- 
working woman tell how she obtained this only son 
through the intercession of St. Anthony of Padua, and 
how glad and proud she was—like Anna, the mother 
of Samuel—to give that son to God in Holy Religion 
though she knew that thereby she was surrendering her 
right and claim for his material support in her old age 
Sublime Faith, to be Sublimely Rewarded by that Good 
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God Who can never be outdone in generosity! 

In contrast to this scene, we recall another recent 
date when a young woman who desires to be a Sister 
bade farewell to Graymoor after a short visit at Our 
Lady's Hostel knowing that the chief difficulty in 
realizing her call to leave all and follow Jesus in the 
way of Holy Religion was to be met with in the op- 
tosition of her own parents. 

We trust that one of the fruits of devotion to Our

Mothers, like unto Mrs. Price mentioned above, and 
that in days to come the Seminaries of the Friars of 
the Atonement will be crowded with the sons of Ros- 
ary League Mothers, and the Novitiate of our Sisters 
will overflow with young virgins, who will owe their 
vocations to the prayers of Rosary League parents 
rivaling in their consecration to God the beautiful 
piety of Louis and Zelie Martin, the mother and father 
of The Little Flower of Lisieux.

Wasuincton, D. C.: A notable addition to the 
number of religious orders represented at the Catholic 
University of America will be made next month, when 
the Friars of the Atonement of Graymoor, New York, 
will open a new seminary in the Robinson mansion, 
located on a tract of thirty-three acres recently acquir- 
ed by the Society, and known as “The Vineyard.” 

The property is part of a larger tract, fourteen acres 
of which had been previously acquired by the Aug- 
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ustinian Fathers for the erection of their new $600,000 
Seminary, the first unit of which has already been 
completed. 

“The Vineyard” adjoins the Soldiers’ Home, which 
is located on the west. It is bounded on the north by 
Fort Drive, on one side of which is the Marist Col- 
lege, and the eastern boundary is Harewood Road, 
across which lies the Capuchin College. The main 
buildings of the Catholic University are within a five- 
minute walk of the Graymoor Fathers’ tract, which 
has an elevation higher than any other tract except 
one in the District of Columbia, being on a level with 
the dome of the National Capitol and commanding a 
magnificent view of Washington and the Potomac 
River. 

The opening of the seminary for the Friars of the 
Atonement in September, just before the resumption 
of studies at the University will not mark the introduc- 
tion of the Society of the Atonement to Washington. 
Last year, the Sisters of the Atonement, at the invita- 
tion of the Carmelite Fathers, were called upon to 
take charge of the Mt. Carmel Retreat House for 
Women and already they have done very successful 
work in their field, among other things establishing 
the first national Novena to the Little Flower held in 
America. 

The coming of the Friars to Washington will mark a 
great step forward in the work of their society, which 
now has establishments at Graymoor, N. Y., and at 
Hereford, Texas. The Sisters of the Atonement are 
established in New York, Pennsylvania, New Mexico 
Texas, Ohio and the District of Columbia. 





“THE VINEYARD” 


As Described by the Rambler in the Sunday Star, 

Washington, D. C., November 15th, 1914. 
PART THREE 

Agg cut a narrow road through the woods that 
nearly covered his acres, and a trace of that old road 
may be seen in the grounds on The Vineyard today. 
That road was superceded by a public way a few yards 
north and which is now called the Harewood road, 
from, “Harewood,” the home of Mr. Corcoran. The 
Rambler has been told the story that when W. W. 
Corcoran came into possession of the Brackenridge 
property and determined to make it his summer home 
he was at a loss for an appropriate name for the place. 
Driving along the narrow road through Agg’s woods 
a rabbit ran out and the name “Harewood” suggested 
itself. 

Agg’s wife is reputed to have been one of the beau- 
tiful and brilliant women of early Washington, and 
Agg was a writer of some prominence. Many of the 
distinguished men of those long-gone days used to 
visit him and among his frequent guests were Daniel 
Webster and Henry Clay. In the grounds not far from 
the giant box trees and the patches of jonquils is the 
stump of a chestnut tree which to this day is called the 
Daniel Webster tree, because under its spreading 
branches were rustic seats and there on summer after- 
noons and evenings Webster and John Agg were wont 
to indulge in mint juleps, toddies and other things into 
which strong waters enter. 
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Conway Robinson died in 1884 and his widow, whose 
maiden name was Mary Leigh of Richmond, a 
daughter of Benjamin Watkins Leigh, passed away in 
1900. Several of their sons (the Rambler believes the 
number to have been three) served in the Confederate 
Army. 


The Rambler was permitted a peep into the interior 
of the brown brick house, which by the way was built 
in 1858. Many things in there have a wonderfui 
charm. There are portraits of Robinson and Leigh 
ancestors painted by Sully. Part of Mr. Robinson’s 
library is in place, and here the Rambler would have 
lingered as long as he would under the big pine trees. 
There are shelves of fine books in mellow bindings that 
have just the right “feel” to a man who likes books. 

There is nothing new and tawdry and harsh about 
those bindings. In a minute the Rambler’s eye glimpsed 
one shelf of the books and there were fine editions of 
“Pepys’ Memoirs,” “Memoirs of Bolingbroke,” “Life 
cf Romilly,” “Walpole’s Letters,” “Scott’s Life of 
Napoleon,” ‘“Franklin’s Works,” “Life and Corres- 
pondence of Locke,” ““Nichols’ Progress of James I,” 
“Leland’s Philip of Macedon” and the historical works 
of Hume, Green, Macaulay and Prescott. 

With a very pleasant guide the Rambler started 
from The Vineyard. to visit the grave of John Agg. 
It lies near the west wall of St. Paul’s or Rock Creek 
Church. Inclosing it is an iron fence with a gate and 
at three corners of this fence grow three English yew 
trees. There was probably a fourth, but perhaps yew 
trees sometimes die even in a graveyard. Above the 
grave is a monument from which the Rambler copied 
the following : 

“John Agg, of Evesham, England, Died 19th April, 
1855, Age 75 years. 

“John Agg, a communicant, long the senior member 
of the Vestry, a faithful and generous friend of the 
church. Erected by the Parish as a Grateful Tribute 
to his Memory.” 

On one face of the monument was this—“Elizabeth 
Agg, Died 6th July, 1854. Aged 52 Years.” 

On another face of the monument was this: “Ed- 
ward Blackford, Died March 19, 1847, aged 79 years, 
Hannah M. Blackford, Died October, 1855.” 

As the Rambler remembered the explanation, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Agg was the daughter of Edward and 
Hannah Blackford, and there are grandchildren of 
these Blackfords, who come back to Washington at 
long intervals to visit at Rock Creek Church and at 
The Vineyard. The Rambler’s guide at this grave 
tenderly plucked a twig of the yew tree to send by mail 
to one of the Blackfords.
